Sax FUAKOisuo, Juno 20.— About S 
this afternoon the British .steamer Kscam- 

bia, loaded with wheat, put to sea, bound 
f(;r St. N'incent, Portugal. Information 
from the signal station at i'oint Lobos is 
now received that when about live miles 
oil' the head.s the steamer capsized and 
sank, and so far as is known all hands are 
lost. The tugs Wizard and Kescuo have 
gone out. In the meantime it is impossi- 
ble to account for tho catastrophe, as tho 
weather was f,nr and wind and sea moder- 
ate. The only thing at present assign- 
able is that a ipiantity of coal carried on 
deck rendered tho ship toi)heavy. The 
pilot who took tho steamer out says that 
the water ballaut tanks had all been 
pumped out to render tho »hi[) lighter for 
carriage of cargo, and coal was stowed on 
the deck as high as the bridge. While 
going down the harbor the machinery 
was stopped for a few moments and the 
ship fallnig oti'into the trough of the sea, 
rolled her scuppers under. The pilot ox- 
pres.scd tho opinion that she was unsafe 
and believes that the catastrophe might 
Inive hvan expected in open water. The 
disaster was seen from the signal station, 
but it is impossible to s.ay whether any 
one was saved. The ship's complement 
coMsisled of about IT) men all told. She 
was loaded by Diiesbach i^c Co. and it is 
believed her cargo was fully insured. The 
Kscandiia was about L'OO tons burden and 
came from Hongkong via Victori.i with 
Chinese pa.sseugers. 

S.\N 1' n.iNci.sco, Juno l-'O. — By tele- 
phone from I'oint Luboa it is learned 
that Captain I'urvis with the engineer, 
cook and stcwaril of the Kscand)ia, came 
ashore in one nf tlu> ship's boats about 
daylight, tu^ar tluM )cean House. Xo re- 
port regarding the disasttn- is yet received 
from them. 

It proves ditiictilt to id>taiii much infor- 
mation regarding the loss of tho steamer 
Kscanibia. Captain I'urvis lias been clos- 
eted during the morning with consignees, 
and the men rescued with him have been 
stowed away to sleep oll the fatigue of the 
night's struggle with the waves. This 
uuich, however, has been gleaned from 
.statements nnide by the captain and ste- 
vedores who stowed the vessel. Owing 
ni the empty condition of the water bal- 
last tanks and to coal carried on deck, the 
abip Was cranky. On getting outside she 
encountered a heavy sea, one of the joui'- 
nals became heated, and the engines were 
stfiliped. The sliip losing headw.ay fell 
olV into tho trough of the sea and a wave 
hoarded her, throwing her on her beam 
ends. .Ml hands rushed on deck and wa- 
ter began to pour in through the skylights 
and li.uclie.s on deck. (_)wing to the dan- 
gerous position of the shi[) no one would 
go below to start the engines and get her 
head lo sea again, and she filled rapidly 
and sank. 'I'he captain, engiiieerand seven 
others got into one lioat auit nine men 
took a life boat. The latter boat was full 
of water and had no oars, 'i'he captain 
supposes that the remainder of the crew, 
eleven in number, went diiwn with the 
ship. The captain's boat pulled around 
in darkne.ss until about 1 A. M., when 
the attempt was nnide to land on Ocean 
beach. The boat swamped, and 
only four of its occupants succeeded 
in reacliing land. This nuuMiing search 
was made along the be.ach for the bodies 
of other occupants of the boat, but no tr.ace 
of thoni found. TherDvenue cutter Kicli- 
ard Bush is now out looking for the lif(! 
Iioat. The K;;cambia had on board a car- 
go of wheat valued at 8110,000, fully in- 
sured. The ship is believed to be insured 
in Liverpool. It is stated that it is custo- 
mary to empty water tanks (Ui loading, 
and as coal is used up, to fiUthe tanks to 
preserve stability. The g(>neral impress- 
ion is that the disaster was due to piling 
coal on deck. Inijuiry will be lield at 
niice. In tlie meantime, parties inter- 
ested maintain guarded silence. 

.\t I'ougival, a few miles distant from 
I'aris, one of the youngest and most fas- 
einatiiigiif I'ari.sian actresses, Mile.

Wiiere I am 
it is about four miles from the fort. It is 
where the mines are. They are all pre- 
paring to go to work; but even now sonic 
of the claims liave from 10 to 14 feet of 
snow on them, and they s.ay that in Sept- 
ember the snow begins to fall again. I 
am at work on a ditch at §1 per day; that 
is when it coinea out of the claim. 

Board up in the basin is $7 oO per ' 
week and §7 in the town. Stores are very '. 
reasonable up here. Flour is §2 for a 50 
lb bag and other things in proportion. 
There has been nothing now found tliis 
season so far, but they all say who h.ive 
been out tlitit the snow is too deep. 

There are a great number going back 
b}' this steamer and if the quartz ledges | 
do not turn out well this will not be a ' 



very large camp. 

There have been no cattle brought iu 
yet, but there is a man hero who is going 
to bring some from Portland next steam- 
er, so be s.ays. I would advise no one to 
come here as there is voiy little work and 
that only in tho mines. In fact, 1 think 
it is a good country to emigrate from. 
But the country has not been prospected 
yet and much cannot be said about it. It 
may yet turn out a good mining country; 
but the se;isons are too short for men lo 
et round. 

Sea Wall. —The substantial sea wall 
extending from the H. B. Co.'s wharf to 
the now one recently erected by ftlr. 
Yates is nearly completed and ruling up 
is fust progressing from excavations for 
other new brick and stone warehouses on 
the water front bidonging to .'\Ir. K. Fin- 
layson. I'iledriving fur the new wharf, 
which is to be continued imt from • this 
wall, will soon be commenced. Dock ac- 
commodation will then be unbroken from 
the Custoiuhouso to Johnson street, and 
almost e(|Ually divided between the H. 
B. Co., Messrs. Turner, Beeton A- Co. 
and Messrs. Welch, Uithet iV Co. The 
wooden buildings that are now coming 
down were the centre of a very lucrative 
wholesale and forwarding line. Thoy 
will now make way for substantial edifices 
that will be a credit to the city and the 
enterprising owner of the water front 
from the H. B. Co.'s property to that of 
VIr. Yates. _
